The anonymous letter 
led the firm. to suspect Hungerbeiler 
as the party who was guilty . of 
forgery and arson, Acting on this suspicion, 
Mille? was used dy the detectives to bunt him 
up, and in the meantime an éXamipation of the 
day-book afforded proof that he had 
written the letter threatening another conflagra- 
tion, "Wille out with the offictra; Miner gave 
| tuttther intimation of his connection with she 
ctimes by notifying Hungerbeiler that the offi- 
cers were after him, aud then reporting that he 
was not at home. This also strengthened the 
belief that both were implicated, and conse- 
quently they have been imprisoned to await de- 
velopments. , 

Hougerbeiler is a butcher who had been inter- 
ested in the meat-market with the firm, and was 
kicked out, Miller being taken into partnership 
im his stead. ‘The case is evidently one of con- 
spiracy to drive the firm te the alternative 
of quitting the butcher market, or being 
forced to the wall. That uu has deen 
worked to its present ny of successful com- 
pletion is due to Charles appel a weil-known 
grain. speculator, who is re ated 10 Loyer & 
Brahns, and set them up in business. The affair 
will prove a decidedly sensational event when it 


becomes known to-morrow.

A HORRIBLE CRIME. 

Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

Montrea., June 28.—A woman of the town, 
named Mrs. Connelly, was found murdered in a 
low den on William street, Griffintown, last 
night. The place was kept by Jacob Myers and 
his wife. Whisky-drink and fighting had 
been going-on all day, and last night the 
police, learning that all was not right, visited 
the place. On entering the house they saw 
lying upon the floor the body of a woman. The 
head was completely severed from the body, 
and was placed in a bucket in a corner of the 
room. in the bucket also was the right band 
of the unfortunate woman. The whole of 
the neck bad been removed from the trunk, 
and jagged wounds extending almost from 
shoulder to shoulder. The irregularities of the 
surface of the wounded part were filled with 
clotted blood, and the large arteries leading to 
the head were also clogged with congea’ed 
blood. The maimed arm was underneath the 
body, which was attired in a slovenly-looking 
linsey-woolsey dress. Owing to the unevenness 
of the floor the blood bad run for some distance 
und then collected iu a pool: The contents of 
the bucket constituted a horrible scene. The 
mutilated face, the matted gray bair,—which 
showed that the woman must have been ad- 
vanced in years,—the besmeared and wounded 
hand, sent those who looked at them away shud- 
dering, 

Whea the police entered the house Mrs. My- 
ers was in bed, and although shé was not very 
drunk, she was not sober. She professed igno- 
rance of the crime, but further investigation and 
a search of her person showed her undercloth- 
ine to be saturated with blood. The ax was 
found on a trunk, and the police ix Mra. Myers 
as the murderess. A man named Flanagan had 
visited the house in the forenoon, and created a 
jealousy between the two women. The family 
living on the flat below beard a heavy thud and 
the sound of chopping during the afternoon, at 
which time it is supposed the murder was com- 
mitted. 

The murdered woman’s maiden name was 
Mary Gallagher, and she was the wife of James 
Connelly, a maltster in the employ of the Mon- 
treal Brewing Company. He married her six 
years ago, but was obiiged to separate from her 
over u year since, on account of ber dissolute 
habits. She has since been leading the life of a 
common character. Connelly is a respectable 
man. Both be and his late wife are natives of 

The mürderess is a tall and powerfally-bo 
girl, is 24 years of age, and before her 
marriage to Myers, six vears o, was 
servant in a merchant’s family in this city. She 
is a native of Leeds, Ont., and descended from 
Scotch-Americsn parentage. Although exceed- 
ingly attractive before her marriage, she is said 
to have been loose in her conduct, and only 
married Myers, au imbecile, as à cloak for her 
iniquities.

Caxton, May 7.—At 7 o’clock on the morn- 


ing of the Sth Gen. Grant and party embarked 
st Hong Kong for Canton on board the Ameri- 
can man-of-war Ashuelot. Our first welcome 
was at the Borue forts. These forts guard the 
entrance to the narrow part of the river, and 
were the scenes of active fighting d the 
French and English wars with China. As we 
sporoached the forts a line of Chinese gun- 
boats were drawn up, and on seeing the Ashue- 
jot with the Americon flag at the fore, which 
genoted the presence of the Genera] on board, 
each boat fired the Chinese salute of three guns. 
The Chinese, by a refinement of civilization 
which it would well for European nations to Im- 
nate, have decreed that the salute for all per- 
gous, no matter what rank, shall be three guns. 
This saves powder and heartburnings, and those 
irritating questions of rank and precedence 
which are the grief of naval and diplomatic so- 
dety. The Asbuelot returned these salutes, 
fring three guns, anda boat came alongside 
with mandarios in gala costume, who brought 
the cards of the Viceroy, the Tartar General 
commanding the forces, and other digni- 
taries. Mr. Holcombe, who speaks Chinese, re- 
esived these mandarins and presented them to 
Gen. Grant, who thanked them for the welcome 
they brought from the Viceroy. A gunboat was 
gent to escort us, and this vessel, bearing the 
American flag at the fore out of compliment to 
the General, followed us all the way.

There was 
sO much cannonading and so much smoke 
that it seemed as if a naval battle were 

. As the smoke lifted the American man- 
of-war Monocacy was seen steaming toward u 
dressed frum atem to stern.

The dinner at Mr. Little’s was over at half - past 
9, and in company with Mr. Little and the Gen- 
eral 1 drove along the whole river front. The 
whole scene as we drove out into the open 
street was bewildering in its beauty. Where- 
ever you looked was a — of light and fire, 
of rockets careering in the air, of Roman 
lights and every variety of fire. The ships in 
the harbor were a blaze of color and looked as if 
they were pieces of fireworks. The lines or the 
masts, the rigging, and the bulls were traced in 
flames. The Monocacy was very beautiful. 
every lice from the bow to the topmast and 
anchor chain hung with Japanese lanterns. 
This graceful, blending mass of color thrown 
upon the black evening sky was majestic and 
gave you an idea of a beauty in fire hitherto un- 
known to us.

The Japan- 
ese Consulate, their merchant, and the offices of 
the shipping company were covered with lan- 
terns, 4,000 arranged in the most effective man- 
ner. The Astor House had this quotation from 
the General’s speech in Hong Kong: “The 
perpetual alliance of the two great English 
speaking nations of the worid.“ The English 
Consulate had a multitude of lanterns and the 
word Welcome“ ina blazing gas-jet. The 
Masonic Hall wasa mass of light. Jardine, 
Matheson & Co. bad lanterns arranged ina St. 
Andrew's cross and a triumphal arch of fire. 

A BEWILDERING SPECTACLE. 

These are, however, dry detalls, which IL repeat 
todo justice t o those who took so much pains 
to do honor to the ex-President. Mere detaila 
give no idea of the scene. Even more striking 
than the decorations was the multitude. The 
Chinese like a celebration, and all day the 
people had been pouring into the foreign settle- 
ment from the old city, and from the conntry 
for miles around, to see the show. Here I am 
at a loss for figures, but the General's own 
estimate is perbaps the best. in answer to a 
question, be said that there were no less than 
200,000 persons within the range of vision.

COURT-HOUSE STONE. 


The Trip of the Council Commit- 
tee to Bedford. 


Shall Another Quarry Be Substituted 
for the Exhausted One! 


The members of the City Council and others 
who visited Bedford, Ind., and Louis ville, Ay., 
a few days ago to ascertain the real status 
of the stone question in connection with the 
new City-Hall returned yesterday morning, and 
all of them expressed themselves as well pleas- 
ed with their visit, They were under the direc- 
tion of George W. Cook, the General Agent of 
the Louisville, New Albany & Chicago Railroad, 
which corporation bas a large interest in the 
development of the Indiana quarries and the 
sale of Bedford stone, and along the route were 
joined by J. M. Reynolds, Vice-President and 
General Manager, A. B. Southard, Generdl 
Freight Agent, Col. Friedley, late Chairman of 
the Indiana State Republican Committee, and 
sundry other gentlemen. * 

The party left Chicago Thursday afternoon, 
and reached Bedford at an early hour the next 
morning. Bedford is a village of stone, and at 
the hour of 40’clock, when the visitors reached 
there, very little else was visible, unless pigs 
are to be counted, which seemed to have the 
right of way ou all the streets. Certainly they 
were numerous enough to impede l omotion in 
almost any direction, bat a vigorous kicking 
awakened them, anc the visitors soon bad com- 
mand of the sidewalke. The town is one of 
stone. On all sides there areimmense hills, and 
they are composed of stone, and a glance was 
enough to satisfy one on the question of the 
sufficiency of that material to complete the 
City-fiall, or a bundred such buildings. The 
visitors bad eoue for mformation, so, soon after 
their arrival, they repaired to what is known as 
the 


QUARRIES OF THE BEDFORD STONE COMPANY, 
the concern which is furnishing the City-Hall 
stone. The quarries were accessible by rail, 
and located halt a mile east of the village in 
quite a romantic spot, and were found to be 
large, but partially worked. An examination of 
them showea that their yield was uncertain as 
to evenness of color, and ap investigation 
demonstrated that the owners had been disap- 
pointed in them, and also that the complaint in 
reference to the variety of color in the stove 
used in the City-Hall was attributable to the 
variety of hues in the stove there produced. 
On all hands were seen cords of material which 
been quarried and condemned on account of 
color, and inquiry elicited the fact that 
the quarrying of suitable stone had been 
attended with so great an erpense that 
if the City-Hall’s completion depended upon 
that quarry alone its early finishing would be 
doubtful. It was found that the buff stone 
had depreciated in color and texture as the 
opening up of the stone-ficld had 9 
and that, while the blue stone was difficult o 
access, it, too, had not kept up fits color or its 
texture. ‘These facts presented to the visitors a 
serious tion, and, it would seem, éended to 
confirm the stories of 8 year or more ago, that 
Bradford could not yield sufficient stone. in- 
vestigation, however, brought out the fact that 
the trouble with ‘the quarry in question was 
neither the quantity nor the quality of the stone, 
but the expense of getting it out, it being 
demonstrated that not more than one foot 
out of every ten quarried was fit to put into the 
building, not, however, on account of any de- 
fects except a want of barmony of color. 
buff stone wes found imaccessibie and uncertain, 
and the blue to be streaked and entirely unfit 
for use as pilasters and columns, much to the 
disappointment of the contractors, as well as 
the visitors, who had been led to expect nothing 
short of absolute perfection iu the stone. The 
situation, of course, naturally tmpressed the 
Committee, but while thus acting it served to. 
completely re the charge of the enemies of 
Bedford sto t the contractors had had to 


get stone from“ ther quarries to carry on the 


work, and to satisty them that in the matter of 
variety of color what is known as the Bedford 
quarry was adequate to meet all de- 
mands. were blue and buff in any 
and every variety, but to quarry ten feet to get 
the desirable color in one foot was an uodertak- 
ing the contractors said they were not prepared 
to carry on to any great extent, especially since 
thev nad already erected $40,000 worth of ma- 
chinery and sunk $16,000 to carry the work for- 
ward as far as it had gone.

The first arrival of new wheat this season in 
this city came to the hands of I. P. Rumsey & 
Co., Saturday, from Southern Iilinois. One car- 
load inspected No. 2 red winter, and sold at $1.05. 
The other inspected as rejected, because it was 
going through the sweat, but sold by sample at 
95c. 


The weather Saturday was clearer but very 
cool. It did not make much difference te the mar- 
kets, though it was reported that the threshing 
of wheat is delayed by showersin the southern 
part of the State. 

Estimates are made to the effect that fully 
2,000,000 bu wheat are vet unfilled on the June 
deal, and only one day left in which to square 
up. There will probably be lote of litigation 
before the Arbitration Committee of the Board 
of Trade and the Director 

About 300,000 bu (not 800,000, as reported) 
wheat has been received from Milwaukee up to 
date. About so much was owned by parties 
outside the combination in that city. Another 
cargo or two will probably arrive Monday. 

‘It is stated on good authority that the Mu- 
waukee Inspectors make a discrimination 1 Ib to 
the bu against wheat that has obviously been 
cleaned. It must weigh 57 lbs in order to pass 
as No. 2, whereas wheat au nature is only re- 
quired to weigh 56 lbs. This is as it should be, 

The market for June wheat advanced another 
e Saturday, making the price $1.07. There 
were some rumors to the effect that the ficure 
would be marked up to $1.08 at noon, but the 
rumor was not justified by tie facts. Some 
thought that the liberal offers made in New 
York the previous day, to sell at $1.08 for July, 
had something to do with keeping down the 
quotation here, but the surmise was probably 
groundless. The longs took all the svot wheat

by close figuring, save themselves a small return 
for their labor and investment. But there are evi- 
dences that the supply of the raw material is far 


from short, and the result is that, with present 


stocks of product, we are liable to find round lots 
in store at the beginning of the new season, when 
the reverse should be the case. The available sup- 
ply of both the raw and manufactured material 
appears to be something of an unknown quantity, 
= as packers have cut hogs rather freeiy lately, 
the amount of product on hand is sufficient to in- 
sure consumers that they can buy the property 
cheap. The manufacture continues quite general.

PEDESTRIANISM. 


O'LEARY WINS. 

The seventy-five hour walking contest be 
tween Daniel O' Leary, of Chicago; and Peter 
Crossland, of England, beginning at 6:15 o’clock 
last Wednesday evening at the Exposition 
Building and termiuating at five minutes to 11 
o’clock last night, resulted in an easy victory 
for the American. Within the time indicated 
O’ Leary made 250 miles to Crossland's 225 miles 
and three laps, there being a gap of nearly 
twenty-six miles between the contestants 
at the conclusiofi of the race. Both men 
were, apparently, in good condition at the 
end of the tramp, O’ Leary being especially vigor- 
ous and sound in joint and stomach. 

The walk was hot distingushed for fast time, 
and the result adds noting to the laurels already 
gleaned by the sturdy victor. who has previous- 
ly made 300 miles in about ne same time, while’ 

‘rossland did not surpass his former efforts. 
The Englishman was very well atthe 
close, there being apparently no disability or 
lack of endurance on his part. He was simply 
overcome by the long, steady strides of O'Leary, 

ust which no man can successfully contend. 

The umpires were Capt. Blake and St. Olair, 
ot Cleveland. Both gentlemen are well known 
im Citeago. They agree in saying that the con- 
test was a fair one th ut, and that there 
wes no attempt on either side to take any un- 
justifiable advantage. 

At the conelusion of the contest last evening 
Mr. Cleveland appeared upon the timekeepers’ 
stand and made the following declaration : 

„LAS AND GENTLEMEN: The great race 
for ve a side between Dantel O'Leary, of the 
United States, and Peter Croseland, of aud, 
has now terminated. The sé¢ore stands as follows: | 
Ger, 950 miles; Crossland, 22 miles and 
three laps. Time, seven 
minutes for O' Leary. less objections are 
raised between this and 10 o'clock on Monday, 
moriing the stakes, $10,000, will be band 
over to the victor.” : : 

This announcement was * with great 
enthusiasm. and loud calls were made for 
O'Leary and Crossland, who had halted before 
the timekeepers’ staud on completing the walk. 

In a few moments both the pedestrians were on 
the stand, with a vast multitude of faces turned 
up towards them, mostiv with cavernous 
mouths opened to the fullest extent, and lungs 
emitting all the sound they were capable of. 
Tbree cheers were given for each of the contest- 
ants respectively by the impartial audience, who 
gave the Briton due credit for his pluck and en- 
durance, and his maniy effort, to carry off the 
bel 


te 

To these calle Crossland responded in a very 
few remarks to the effect that he had been fairly 
treated, and had nothing complain of. He 
thought he could yet win t belt, and intimat- 
ed that he might, some time, try again. He 
thanked the people of Chicago for their kind- 
ness towards him. He was cheered enthusiasti- 
eally, and stepped. aside to give place for 
O’ Leary, who stood upon a chair and tried to 
talk, aiter the din of shonting and cheerling had 
died away. As a speaker he is not a success. 
His tongue refased to wag. He managed to 
thank his enthusiastic frie for the honor they 
bad done him and for the courtesy shown his 
competitor. He was glad to say that no one 
who entered a match against bim had ever any 
just cause to complain of unfair treatment from 
him (Q’Leary) or his friends. He knew the peo- 
ple of Cnicago were lovers of fair play, and be 
believed that everybody would be treated as be 
deserved. He thanked his friends again for 
their kindness, and rétired from the stand. The 
crowd then started for the door, and in the 
course of twenty minutes the famous build 
was deserted. - O’Leary entered a hack with h 
wife shortly before 12 o’clock, and was 
driven to his home, where he’ sought his well- 
earned repose. Crossland also entered a 
and was driven to bis hotel. 

Dering the three-days’ contest the Exposition 
Building has been nightly crowded, and the re- 
ceipts at the door have been exceptionally large. 
Probably not less than 8,000 peopie visited the 
building yesterday. Of the gross receipts at 
the door, three-fourths goes to the winuer, and 
one-fourth to the vanquished pedesttian. It 
is believed that O' Leary will carry away not 
less than $7,000 to $8,000, while Crossland will 
receive somewhere about $2,000 to $2,500 to- 
wards making up the stake of $5,000 which he 
loses.

By 
reading the letter in question many persons 
have been led to believe that the ventilators are 
injurious to public heaith, being avenues 
through which pass noxious vapors and poison- 
ous gases into hoses, through doors and um- 
dows. It is to eradicate this idea that I write 
this letter and ask its publication in your valued 
journal of pews. 

Chicago in thus ventilating sewers is not ex- 
perimenting; she is putting into practical use 
that whieh has benefited and proved a blessing 
to every community that has adopted the sye 
tem. 

Sewers are a necessity, and through them 
must pass the refuse fuids of dweilings, such 
refuse matters being animal and vegetable eom- 
pounds, are somewbat offensive, but not poison- 
ous when they enter the sewer. It is in uon- 
ventilated, dark, and damp places, by a process 
of fermentation, that such gases as carbonic 
acid, carbonic oxide, carburetted hydrogen, and 
sulphuretted bydrogen are geverated from ani- 
mal and vegetable matter, All of these gases 
are polsouous and totally unfit for respira- 
tion in any quantity.
